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Garden Hints 


Tomatoes in the Arctic 

There are ways to grow tomatoes 
successfully in northern regions with 
short summers. Dr. Basil M. Bensin 
of the University of Alaska Extension 
Service suggests the following: 

Plant beds in an east-west direction. 

Dust the soil with a black sub- 
stance like charcoal. Dark soil can 
absorb more warmth than a light- 
colored soil. 

To increase heat and light on 
plants, reflectors can be made from 
metal, wood, plastic, cloth or paper 
painted with aluminum paint. 
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More Vegetables 
Try companion cropping to save 
space in the crowded garden. Lettuce, 
for instance, can alternate with cab- 
bage in the main rows, with radishes 
planted between. By the time the 
cabbages need the ground to them- 
selves, the lettuce and radishes will 
have gone. 
Pot Them 
Transplanting wild flowers when in 
full bloom is one of the best ways to 
kill them. Better to mark the spot 
and postpone the digging until the 
leaves have died down.

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Ingenious Compost Bin 

I live in the city with limited space 
for gardening and have devised a 
compost bin which is unobtrusive to 
even the nearest neighbor. It is built 
on level ground with 2 by 6 inch red- 
wood planks. The back, two sides, 
and middle partition are nailed to- 
gether. Against the side of the three 
front posts are nailed 2 by 1 inch 
strips upright, 2 inches apart. They 
form grooves into which the front 
planks can be slipped in and lifted 
out when working on the compost. 

The bottom of the bin is concrete, 
and slanted towards the front and 
also towards the middle partition. On 
each bottom near the middle parti- 
tion is a gutter so the surplus liquid 
can run off. In front of the bin I dug 
a pit and lined it with boards so that 
it would not cave in. It is large enough 
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to hold 3 gallon cans. This pit is 
covered with boards. The liquid 
caught in the cans is used in the gar- 
den or thrown back over fresh com- 
post in the bin. It seems to me that 
thereby the disintegration is speeded 
up as the new pile will become heated 
in two days. 

For covers I nailed boards together 
to fit within the bins. They are made 
in two parts for each bin, so they are 
not too heavy to handle. As the com- 
post in the bin settles, these covers 
sink with it. I have no trouble with 
flies or odor. 

I use the rollers from the grinding 
disks of an old mill to crush all trim- 
mings from hedges, bushes, etc., be- 
fore putting them into the compost 
bin. 

We have a free garden waste pickup 
here, paid for by the city. I never 
have anything for them—everything 
goes back to the ground. While those 
who dispose of their garden waste by 
having it hauled to the dumps are 
making their soil poorer, my ground 
is improving every year.

Mossy Soil 
To the Editor: 

With reference to questions and 
answers on page 58 of Organic Gard- 
ening for February, you reply to a 
reader that moss usually indicates too 
much moisture and that the soil is 
extremely acid. 

We have learned from experience 
with soil analysis that moss grows on 
soils of many qualities. Lack of avail- 
able plant food and lack of competi- 
tion from higher plants most often 
encourage growth of moss. The pres- 
ence of moss is not necessarily a sign 
that the soil is extremely acid, or even 
that it is mildly acid. We have dis- 
covered many growths of moss on 
alkaline or overlimed soils. Moss will 
develop on a dry soil as well as a wet 
soil. 

No one can lose by incorporating 
plenty of organic matter with the soil; 
but a general recommendation for 
heavy liming, based on the presence 
of moss, is going to bring grief to 
many persons, in the form of over- 
limed and undernourished soils.

Oriental scientists have suddenly 
become aware of the helpmates of 
their rice-farmed  soils—millions of 
squirming, nitrogen-fixing algae. They 
live in warmish, stagnant water, and 
are second cousins of bacteria. 

The Japanese at last have found 
species of blue-green algae that can 
increase their crop yields from 44.9 
bushels per acre to 51.8 bushels of 
rice. Often more than 7.5 extra 
pounds of nitrogen per acre can be 
picked up by rice plants through the 
work of this teeming, one-celled life. 
Gradually Japanese farmers may be 
taught how to work hand-in-hand 
with what could become their staple 
nitrogen fertilizer. 

We in the United States can learn 
from these experiments even though 
our farm lands are not submerged 
shin-deep in water. What the blue- 
green algae does for a swamp crop, 
the Azotobacter and legume bacteria 
can do for corn and wheat farming. 
Why can’t we do some investigation 


of our own to let nature supply us 
with nitrogen? Let our scientists study 
the habits of the Azotobacter, which, 
incidentally feeds on organic matter 
for energy. Perhaps the Azotobacter 
can be given a special diet: it is pos- 
sible that certain green manure crops 
are more appetizing than others. 

Certainly we should take a hint 
from the Orient and take advantage 
of our minute soil life. What have 
we got to lose?

Editorial: 


LOOKING BACK 


By J. |. RODALE, 
Editor of Organic Gardening 


N this issue of Organic Gardening 

we’ are commemorating the tenth 
year of this magazine’s publication— 
ten years reporting of the develop- 
ment, growth and expansion of the 
organic idea in farming and garden- 
ing. As I look back on the record to 
see what we have accomplished, I 
definitely feel that the baby is thriv- 
ing, that the infant is about to emerge 
from its swaddling clothes. Exciting 
things are happening which we of the 
organic movement never dreamt 
would come to pass so soon. In the 
last two years, especially, the rate of 
progress has taken on a most encour- 
aging speed, which makes us feel that 
the time is not far off when orthodox 
agricultural science will accept the 
organic method as a method, along 
with the other traditional and general 
practices of this art. 

The history of the organic move- 
ment had its inception in the re- 
searches and experiments of Sir Albert 
Howard, in India, over a period of 
forty years, culminating in the pub- 
lishing of his outstanding findings in 
1940. Sir Albert Howard was a British 
Government agronomist whose mind 
integrated itself with what his eyes 
saw. He noticed that results on gov- 
ernment farms did not compare favor- 
ably with those of neighboring native 
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husbandmen from the point of view 
of animal and plant diseases. He 
noticed that the natives did not make 
use of chemical fertilizers. In order 
to develop a system of farming that 
would keep disease down to a mini- 
mum, Sir Albert decided to use the 
methods of the natives, but with scien- 
tific management. 

In his experiment, Sir Albert broke 
away from the accepted research pro- 
cedures. He shunned the fragment- 
ized approach of the agricultural sta- 
tions. Instead of growing plants in 
pocket-handkerchief-sized plots, he 
farmed for more than _ twenty-five 
years, like an ordinary farmer would 
on large acreage. He proved con- 
clusively that the use of chemical fer- 
tilizers was degenerating plants, ani- 
mals and people, due to the poor 
nutritional quality of their food. This 
is caused by deficiencies and imbal- 
ances created by these too soluble and 
too toxic chemicals. His final findings 
had the strength of a heavily joisted 
and integrated structure, rather than 
the impotence of a shower of in- 
significant splinters. 

His crops were healthy, his oxen 
immune to hoof-and-mouth disease. 
He used only heavy-bodied organic 
fertilizer material. He developed his 
famous Indore (not indoor) method 
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of making compost from manure, 
waste animal matter, weeds, leaves 
and other residue organic matter, 
which turned this material into a 
woodsy, soil-like material in from 
three to five months. Sir Albert farm- 
ed with this compost as his exclusive 
fertilizer material, using also legum- 
inous pasture crops grown to be plow- 
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ed under for their fertilizing values. 

In 1940, under the imprint of the 
Oxford University Press, there was 
published Sir Albert Howard’s breath- 
taking book, An Agricultural Testa- 
ment. It’s general theme was that 
present-day agricultural research was 
obsolete and that the use of chemical 
fertilizers was far from the answer to 
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the maintenance and perpetuation of 
soil fertility. The book brought 
neglected organic matter back into 
the limelight in the equation of soil 
functioning. But it created hardly a 
ripple in agricultural scientific cir- 
cles. 


I saw a reference to The Agricul- 
tural Testament in 1941 in an English 
health magazine, Health For All, and 
secured a copy as soon as possible. At 
that time I knew nothing about agri- 
culture, just being an ordinary busi- 
nessman. In the reading of An Agri- 
cultural Testament, I was affected so 
profoundly that I could not rest until 
I purchased a farm in order to assure 
for ourselves a supply of food raised 
by the new method. The reading of 
this great book showed me how simple 
the practice of the organic method 
could be. All you had to do was to 
get some organic matter that nobody 
else wanted and make compost heaps 
out of it. This method of farming 
was ideal for a man who knew abso- 
lutely nothing about the soil. 


I was surprised how much fertilizer 
material we could get from our own 
farm. We cut weeds from out of the 
way places. We used the corn cobs 
instead of burning them up as other 
farmers did. We gathered up leaves 
and grass clippings. We found that 
the table garbage amounted to a size- 
able tonnage at the end of a year of 
eating. Every bit of it was placed in 
the compost heaps and in about four 
months, after turning the heap twice, 
it turned into a fine, brown, woodsy- 
looking substance that made my 
mouth water merely to look at. We 
used the litter from our chicken- 
house and the bedded manure of our 
steers. In the city we found places 
where the municipality had dumped 
leaves for years, feed-mills that had 
accumulated chaff, wholesale poultry 
establishments that had barrels of 
valuable cuttings every day which we 
saved them the trouble of hauling, 
breweries with spent hops, shoe re- 
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pairers with leather dust which is 
living organic matter, and we hauled 
the spoiled hay of lazy farmers who 
did not know that it is a wonderful 
fertilizer. When we told them that 
they should use it themselves for this 
purpose they thought we were crazy. 

We made compost and compost. A 
few problems came up and the ocean- 
spanning air-mails helped us to secure 
prompt help regarding them from Sir 
Albert. When I saw the promising 
results of that first year of organic 
farming, accomplished with no back- 
ground in farming, and with a woeful 
lack of the most rudimentary prin- 
ciples of this art, I said that I must 
share this knowledge with my fellow 
Americans. Being a publisher this 
was easy. I wrote Sir Albert asking 
whether he would agree to become

gardeners. The prospects were bleak—we

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associate editor of the new journal I 
intended publishing, and back came 
his affirmative in the first mail. 

I went from book to book and from 
farm to farm, trying to squeeze into 
days what should have gone into years. 
The publication of a magazine fur- 
nished the means for farmers and 
gardeners to pool their experiences 
and their mistakes. In May, 1942 ap- 
peared the first issue of the magazine 
which was called Organic Farming 
and Gardening. I printed about 14,- 
000 copies and sent them out free to 
farmers, soliciting their subscriptions. 
The price was ten cents a copy, $1.00 
a year. We received twelve subscrip- 
tions from this campaign and our 
prospects looked bleak. But I was not 
discouraged. I reduced the number of 
copies printed and stopped giving out 
free copies. Instead I worked by means 
of circular letters. This began to 
show better resuits and soon I became 
more encouraged when our list of sub- 
scribers began to grow. But I finally 
come to the conclusion that I had 
better leave the farmer for later and 
that if I did not wish to lose my shirt 
I had better start with the gardeners. 
Among the subscribers I had noticed 
that they were in the majority. 

In January, 1943 the name of the 
magazine was changed to Organic 
Gardening, and from that point on 
our progress was much more rapid. 
Previously the price had been raised 
to $3.00 a year and from that time on 
people gave more respect to the pub- 
lication. In those days we were held 
up by war-time paper quotas and 
could not do a real job of building 
circulation until about 1946. When 
the restrictions were removed our list 
of subscribers began to soar until we 
hit the hundred thousand mark. But 
I did not forget our obligation to the 
farmers who were wallowing in a 
slough of chemical fertilizers. We 
began the publishing of The Organic 
Farmer. Immediately, a protest issued 
from the pens of many of the faithful 
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followers of the organic method. They 
did not see the need of having to 
pay $6.00 a year instead of three in 
order to keep abreast of all the writ- 
ings that came from Emmaus. In 
Organic Gardening we had included 
both farming and gardening articles 
and therefore could not do too good 
a job on either. In Organic Farming 
we began to concentrate on the farm- 
er’s needs. In my opinion it was a 
wonderful thing for the organic meth- 
od that we split the publication apart, 
for from then on we were able to 
pay more attention to the farmer's 
problem, and made the organic meth- 
od more practical for his conditions. 
Thus thousands of farmers were at- 
tracted to our banner and most of 
them are saying goodbye to chemical 
fertilizers. Today The Organic Farmer 
has close to fifty thousand subscribers. 

Organic Gardening magazine was a 
mixture of gardening and health in- 
formation. I was always health-con- 
scious and it had been in reading 
health journals that I came across the 
work of Sir Albert Howard. In May, 
1949 I began a series of articles on 
cancer and some of its possible causes, 
which ran into thirteen monthly 
articles. I would have gone on much 
longer but there were grumblings. 
Many of the readers wrote that they 
did not think it proper for a garden- 
ing magazine to devote space to can- 
cer. A few threatened to cancel their 
subscriptions. 1 cut the series short 
and started the publication of a 
health magazine called Prevention. 
Then came a real storm of protest 
from health-conscious Organic Gard- 
ening and The Organic Farmer read- 
ers who did not feel that they should 
pay $9.00 a year to keep up with all 
the writings that came out of our or- 
ganization. Many of them still keep 
writing that we should merge the 
three magazines back into one, but I 
do not feel that this would be a good 
thing.

LD KING NEPTUNE has come 

ashore—at least his whiskers are 
coming ashore—to provide a soil re- 
newal product that has launched a 
new Oregon industry. No motion pic- 
ture has more drama, no “whodunnit” 
of the radio more fantasy than the 
15-year background of the new busi- 
ness which will enrich farms and gar- 
dens throughout this region. It even 
includes Indians! 

It was 15 years ago that Allen Wal- 
lace, now vice president of Soil Re- 
newal Products company of Portland, 
first glimpsed the vast tumble of sea- 
weed that winter storms blow ashore 
in Curry county. 

“My wife and I looked at that, and 
thought it ought to be good for some- 
thing, but we didn’t know what,” 
grins Wallace. “Then a Klamath In- 
dian told me that his people never 
had colds, slept out in the rain on wet 
ground, and only wore shirts—never 
any coats in any kind of weather— 
because they ate seaweed. I never 
knew if this was true, but it kept me 
thinking about all that seaweed.” 

While Wallace pondered this prob- 
lem in his spare moments, Dr. Theo- 
dore H. Haun, a Crescent City, Cal., 
M.D. and biochemist, had interested 
himself in soil engineering, with the 
longer view of healthier vegetables for 
humans and forage for animals used 
as human food. 

Like others, Dr. Haun was concern- 
ed with soil impoverishment under 
modern, intensive cultivation, and 
was employing his talents to find ways 
and means to maintain the soil’s vir- 
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gin fertility. He applied his knowl- 
edge to testing seaweed, and found in 
it every single element needed for 
maintained fertility, plus a marvelous 
source of organic humus.

Garden on a Stone Heap 


Clods and rocks and trips to the country all have a hand 
in shaping the ideal garden.

URING those years when this 

writer traveled abroad, she was 
puzzled at the prominence given to 
the manure stack in such lands as 
Germany and Holland. It was always 
to be found in the front yard, put 
together with infinite exactness. No 
sloppy lines. No hay-stack in the 
grass-lands ever reached such dimen- 
sions nor looked any more substantial. 
My friends in those lands warmed 


when they were talking about these 
farmers. ‘‘Hans, ja, he is a fine man 
and a good manager. No one com- 
pares with Hans as a community lead- 
e.” 

“Strange,” was my comment, “that 
a community leader would put his 
manure in the front yard.” 

“Ja vohl, why not? How else would 
you know that he is a prudent man 
and a good manager?” 
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Not until you can understand the 
importance of that prosaic pyramid 
right before the front door of those 
rural homes wil! it be possible for any 
gardener to grasp an understanding of 
the soil—what should go into it and 
out of it. 

Any book on gardening will tell you 
how a model garden should be pre- 
pared. You should have soil made up 
of equal portions of loam, sand and 
peat. And if a good gardener starts out 
looking for a piece of land, he wants 
wholesome soil on it. When at length 
he is ready to build his house, all that 
good soil vanishes. The fool who 
comes to dig the basement of the new 
house, will very carefully cache it away 
under ten feet of hardpan and gravel. 
What will the exasperated gardener 
do then, go down there and fetch it 
up? No, his wife will say that is a 
waste of time, so she comes out with 
her hoe. “Here,” says she. “There is 
no excavation dirt in this spot. Let’s 
make a garden here.” 


During a recent epidemic of “‘red tide, 


“There? With clods a foot deep all 
over the place—and rocks!” 

“Well, we can bury the clods and 
pick the rocks out. Maybe we can use 
them for something.” 

Listen to the little woman. Cement 
costs $1.35 a sack. When it comes to 
making that sidewalk from the house 
up to the front gate it helps power- 
fully if you can add pebbles and rocks 
to it. Don’t curse the rocks you find 
on that strip of land. 

But what of the clods? You can’t 
plant anything on top of them! Let 
us relate what a friend of ours did. 
She dug a deep trench and laid the 
clods on the bottom, roots up. Then 
she put cow manure on top of the 
clods, a fine sprinkling of soil on top 
of that, after which she followed up 
with the seeds. After the seeds were 
in, she sprinkled soil LIGHTLY over 
them. Then she laid a board on top 
and pressed the soil down firmly.

Is Man Destroying It? 


The soil is our bank and we are overdrawing our account.

AVE you ever thought that all 
former civilizations were destroy- 
ed because man wasted the earth? It 
is literally true that man destroys the 
earth and also destroys his own civil- 
ization in the very process of eating 
food under modern conditions. 
The very future of our country and 


civilization is bound up in this very 
fundamental fact. World peace is im- 
possible so long as we do not find an 
answer. Therefore, I sincerely hope 
that each and every reader of the 
Bulletin will study carefully what is 
said in this article and preserve it for 
future reference. 


Just one acre of high-production corn will remove from the soil the above minerals—over 
one-quarter of a ton. 
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Let us see how man’s stomach is the 
cause of earth destruction. Let us fol- 
low some very simple corn field logic 
that any and all can understand. 

Let us take a tract of land as an 
example. Let us take any tract of 
land anywhere that produces food for 
man. Let us see what has happened 
to that tract of land. 

That tract of land was created by 
forces of nature over a very long 
period of time. It was enriched with 
certain amounts of nitrogen, phos- 
phorus and potash. In addition, it 
was given certain amounts of minerals, 
trace elements and other elements 
essential for the life of vegetation 
and lives of animals and men. 

Through the ages vegetations of 
many kinds, and finally the giant trees 
of the forest grew on this land. Each 
of them took a portion of the plant 
foods, minerals, etc., out of the land 
to create their own bodies. In the 
course of centuries, each tree reached 
its life span and died. In the course 
of time, it decayed and went back to 
the land. Nothing was lost—all of the 
plant foods, minerals, etc., which each 
tree had taken from the land were 
returned to the land. Its form might 
be changed from mineral to vegetable 
form, but it was still there. 


In the course of other centuries, 
birds, reptiles and animals appeared 
on the land. They ate vegetation and 
they ate each other. At the end of 
their life cycles they died. Their car- 
casses decayed and the land received 
back every ounce of plant foods and 
minerals which had been used to give 
life to the animals and reptiles. 

After more centuries man appeared. 
At first, he lived as close to nature as 
the animals themselves. He lived on 
the land among the forest trees. He 
ate vegetation, animal meat, fish and 
fowl. In the course of years, man 
himself returned to the earth and all 
of the plant foods, minerals, vitamins, 
etc., which his body had acquired 
went back to the earth which had 
provided it in the first place. 

Thus we read in the beginning of 
the Holy Word where God said to 
Adam, “For dust thou art, and unto 
dust shalt thou return.” 


So-called Civilization 
In the course of more centuries, 
man began to lift his little head and 
imagine great things. He said “let us 


build a tower which shall reach into 
heaven.”’ He built the first city known

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Meet the China Cucumber 


A non-wilt fellow who tempts the jaded appetite. 


By LEWIS E. THEISS (Pa.) 


OU may be familiar with cucum- 

bers, but unless you have actually 
raised them, chances are you never 
saw any like the China cucumber. 
Nor did you ever taste such a de- 
licious variety. For the China cucum- 
ber is tops! 

In appearance, too, there is no 
other cucumber like this stranger 
from the Orient. Rarely more than 
two inches thick, it stretches out to 
an incredible length, and if left alone 
may measure eighteen or even twenty 
inches. 

A comparable giant among ordin- 
ary varieties would swell up to an 
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enormous diameter and be so full of 
huge seeds as to be unusable for the 
table. But the China variety has rela- 
tively few seeds, these remaining 
amazingly small. The fruit itself is a 
bright green, it has few spines, the 
flesh is firm, white, extremely crisp, 
and is most delicious in flavor. 

This vegetable has one peculiarity 
not found in any other cucumber— 
a tendency to curl. If in the process 
of stretching out, it noses up against 
any obstacle like a small stone, it 
turns away and begins to curl. I have 
seen them assume the shape of a 
horseshoe. But that is an extreme ex- 
ample. There is one way to get 
around this: hang the cucumbers on 
a fence. Gravity pulls the fruits down- 
ward and keeps them straight. If you 
have a woven wire fence about your 
garden, it is no trouble to sow seeds 
along the base of a section, letting the 
vines climb. 

In any case, using a fence is a 
good practice with any sort of cucum- 
ber. Where ground is heavy and re- 
mains wet for a long period after a 
rain, rots will start in cucumbers lay- 
ing on the ground. But hung on a 
fence, they dry off promptly after

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Looking Forward 


By J. |. RODALE 


ROGRESS in the organic move- 

ment for the last ten years has 
been more than satisfactory. I could 
use adjectives like phenomenal or 
amazing, but we have reached a point 
as a movement in American life when 
we are solidly established. There is 
no need to become frantic or over- 
eloquent nor will anything be gained 
by it. We have become a definite part 
of the life and lore of the American 
scene. Already in the Saturday Review 
of Literature have appeared classified 
ads to the effect that male organicul- 
turist would like to meet female agri- 
culturist—object matrimony. It is com- 
forting to know that some of us could 
not possibly think of going through 
life without a connubial companion 
whose heart pulses the same as ours, 
whose mind has the same outlook on 
the way our food and plants are 
grown, whose feelings for the organic 
method are at the highest pitch. 

In the evolution of the organic 
movement, the next ten years holds 
tremendous possibilities. It is exciting 
to look forward, to think, to specu- 
late of what might possibly come to 
pass with regard to it in the next 
decade. Where will we organicultur- 
ists and our method be in 1962? As I 
write these lines I take a deep breath 
of happiness and confidence, feeling 
that our star of destiny will shine even 
brighter at the end of another ten 
year period. 

In the last ten year period our 
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method received so much publicity 
that Congress appointed a committee 
to investigate our claims that chemical 
fertilizers were harmful. The proceed- 
ings were a travesty. No scientific re- 
searches were studied or brought into 
evidence, but perhaps a dozen Ph.D 
agriculturists were called on the stand 
who gave the same testimony. There 
was no evidence, they said, that the 
claims of the organic school were cor- 
rect. Actually this was not the truth, 
for much evidence does exist, some of 
which I presented to this Congres- 
sional Committee. This is a field in 
which we agriculturists must work, so 
that in the not too distant future an- 
other investigation may be called by 
Congress which will be much more 
scientifically handled and in which 
the organic method will be proven to 
have much merit. 

But in order to accomplish this it 
may be necessary for the organic move- 
ment to become interested in politics. 
After all, our movement is made up of 
people, and people vote. So why can’t 
we begin to throw our weight around 
at election time? We do not have to 
enter our own candidates but we can 
appoint local committees to visit the 
regular candidates and ask them point 
blank what their feelings are in 
the chemical-organic controversy. We 
should not ask them to embrace the 
organic method unless they wish to 
do so of their own study and accord. 
But what should be asked of them is 
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that, if they are elected, they should 
have an open mind and be in favor 
of enacting legislation which will 
cause a scientific and impartial in- 
vestigation to be made into the claims 
for the organic method. 

As we go into this coming decade 
I can see at least one State in which 
the followers of our movement may 
combine with members of other 
health-conscious groups, such as the 
vegetarians, as an example, and vote 
only for candidates who will be in 
favor of checking on the organic meth- 
od. There are other health-conscious 
groups such as the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventists, the Jehovah Witnesses, the 
Rosicrucians, etc., who with the or- 
ganis votes in total, could amount to 
a significant percentage of votes. 

But a note of warning! Such an 
alliance should adhere strongly to the 
one organic line and no bargaining 
or concessions made to any groups. 
There would be too much dissension 
if the question of meat-eating versus 
vegetarianism, for example, were to 
enter into this alliance, and there 
would be danger of nothing being ac- 
complished. 


In wartime, against a common 
enemy, even capitalism and commun- 
ism temporarily made friends. I am 
not comparing vegetarianism to com- 
munism. Far from it. I am merely 
trying to make my point that in this 
combination of groups a strong front 
must be presented, not weakened by 
internal wranglings and dissensions. 
First things first. It is most important 
to the vegetarians that the vegetable 
crops of our country be raised with- 
out chemical fertilizers and without 
poison sprays. 

Congress has trifled too long with 
the rights of the public to check on 
whether their food is being grown in 
the most healthy manner. Certain in- 
terests seem to be affecting Congress- 
men with a fear not to check into this 
subject. It is up to those who are 
health-conscious to see that their 
needs and rights are honestly repre- 
sented in the halls of Congress and in 
their State legislatures. As I see it the 
only way to do that is by means of 
the ballot-box. 

What State will be the first to ex- 
periment with this idea? 


The ballot will someday 
bring in a more health- 
minded public servant. 
Why not start with city 
government?

Down to Earth 


By MARION GANS (N. Y.} 


VERYONE knows that the farm- 

er must rotate his crops so that 
he doesn’t devitalize his soil. But how 
about the suburbanite, whose garden 
is measured in feet, not acres, and who 
plants the same vegetables over and 
over again? What can he do to protect 
his soil? 

Let’s take a look at nature’s meth- 
ods. 

Observe a forest or a field of wild 
flowers. There is no crop rotation 
here, yet lush vegetation springs up 
year after year in exactly the same 
spot. 

How? 

The leaves fall, plants die and decay, 
and produce a layer of fertile humus 
or leaf mold. As the seasons pass, 
layer upon layer of decayed vegetable 
matter mixes with pulverized rocks to 
produce the rich, soft, friable topsoil 
so vital to plant growth. Now obvious- 
ly we cannot have a successful garden 
if it is a tangle of weeds, which is 
nature’s way, so we have to introduce 
into the soil humus of our own creat- 
ing. And that leads us to the compost 
pile. A properly prepared compost 
pile contains atmost all the necessary 
ingredients for plant development. 

Much has been written about the 
construction of compost piles. Most 
of it sounds complicated and seems to 
me unnecessarily difficult. I have ex- 
perimented a lot and have achieved 
remarkable results with a minimum 
of labor. I do it all myself and my 
physical endurance is very limited. 

First of all, I save leaves. If I were 
a legislator, I would make it a Federal

leaves of one large shade tree are equal to 

$5.00 worth of humus and minerals. You 
can buy a good sized bag for $5.00. 


offense to burn them! Leaves contain 
more nutritive elements, pound for 
pound, than almost any other ferti- 
lizer, and yet we burn millions of dol- 
lars worth of this priceless fertilizer 
every fall. 

But leaves are not all that’s wasted. 
Let’s take the lid off the nation’s gar- 
bage can. There you'll see carrot tops, 
outside leaves of lettuce and cabbages, 
corn cobs and husks, potato peelings, 
spoiled fruit, tea leaves, melon rinds,

Cabbage Patch 


A blooming garden by a briny sea—vegetables that can take it. 


By MARGARET CHAPIN (Md.) 


IVE near the ocean? Think you 

can’t have a vegetable garden be- 
cause your soil is like a sand lot and 
the salt sea spray drifts over it with 
every little breeze? 

Forget the negative approach. You 
can have vegetables if you take a little 
care in studying the conditions you 
must adjust to. 


First, let’s consider the salt sea 
spray. It is harmful to many plants, 
retarding their growth or even de- 
stroying certain delicate varieties. So 
if your garden is within 100 feet of 
the shore, you must give it some pro- 
tection. The ideal location would be 
a piece of ground which slopes gently 
to the south or southeast, and is pro- 
tected on the north by buildings or a 
stone wall. Failing this, you'll prob- 
ably have to put up a fence or plant 
a hedge to cut the wind. Keep in 
mind that a hedge has roots to feed 
and will take nourishment from your 
vegetables. Also, vegetables need as 
much direct sunlight as they can get, 
and since the hedge or fence will cast 
a shadow, the beds should be planted 
for enough inside the boundary so as 
not to be affected. 

If your soil is very sandy your prob- 
lem will be to keep it from shifting 
and to add humus. If you can afford 
it you may want topsoil brought in 
to replace it. But there are other 
ways. A green cover crop planted in 
the late summer and turned under in 
the fall will help bind the soil and 
give it humus and nitrogen. A heavy

mulch will also keep the soil from 
shifting. Turn it under in the fall, 
remulch for the winter, and turn un- 
der again in the spring. It is a good 
idea to keep your garden mulched at 
all times. Use dried manure, salt hay, 
or a mixture of these or any com- 
posted materials. It is essential that 
you turn back into the soil all the 
organic material that you can. Save 
all your kitchen wastes for the com- 
post pile. 

Look for the organic materials in 
your area which can be had for the 
taking. How about all that seaweed 
which drapes the beach after the tide 
rolls out? Any kind of seaweed makes 
good compost material, containing 
nitrogen, potash, and phosphorus. 
Kelp is particularly useful. 

The next thing on your mind will 
be: what to plant? The dwarf varie- 
ties of corn, beans, peas, etc., are made 
to order for you. They will face up to 
the wind with less damage than the 
tall varieties, and being small, it is 
possible to set tents of newspapers 
over them if the salt sea spray is par- 


Protect young plants from salt sea spray with 
newspaper tents. Do not allow these to 
cover plants too long. 
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ticularly far-reaching. Hold these 
tents down with bricks or stones. The 
dwarf varieties are just as vitamin- 
packed as their big brothers, and are 
just as tasty, too. 

Sweet corn can be grown in prac- 
tically all parts of the country. Do not 
plant until all danger of frost is over 
and the soil is well warmed. Corn 
can be grown in hills or in drills. If 
the latter, set in rows 3 feet apart and 
sow seed rather thickly. Thin the

The new 
hybrid varieties of these four species 
are highly resistant to disease. 

After harvest, don’t forget that the 
corn plant still has its uses. Cobs, 
stalks and leaves ground up make ex- 
cellent mulching material. 

Onions are dependable vegetables, 
a good source of vitamin A B and C, 
and take up little room in the garden. 
They thrive in almost any climate.

young plants to single stalks, spacing 
them 12-15 inches apart. If planted 
in hills, allow 3 stalks to a hill, the 
hills being 3 feet apart. Mulch heavily 
when the ground is warm. 

Do not remove the suckers from 
the sweet corn plants. The Connecti- 
cut Agricultural Experiment Station 
claims that these suckers are really 
feeders, and if left on a plant which 
has been given plenty of room, will 
produce better and larger ears than 
crowded stalks with the suckers re- 
moved. 

Yellow corn is the most nutritious 
of all types. If the following species 
are planted one after the other in the 
order given, fresh corn will be yours 
all summer. 1. Golden Gem. 2. Gol- 
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The soil should be well drained and 
rich, so don’t skimp on the amount 
of compost you mix into the bed. The 
onion sets, which are small onions 
grown the year before you purchase 
them, are the best choice for the home 
gardener. In just a few weeks after 
planting you'll be putting them into 
your green salads. 

Onion seeds are best started in 
paper bags or paper cups, mixing a 
small amount of sand with the soil. 
When the plants are ready to be set 
in the ground, cut the container off 
at the bottom, have the hole ready in 
the garden, and slip the little plant 
into place.

It’s Lilacs 


The lilae—what is more symbolic of American spring? 


By LEONORA S. ASHTON (Del.) 


HERE is an old saying about 

lilacs: ‘“‘A little sun, a little soil, 
a little rain, and little toil.’ Lilacs 
are hardy and can withstand all sorts 
of ill treatment, but the blooms you 
prize will be picked from the shrubs 
that have had a little care. 

First off, lilacs need full sun. They 
acquire mildew very easily in a shady 
site. Incidentally, this unsightly afflic- 
tion of the lilac does not seem to do it 
permanent harm. The soil should be 
loamy and well drained. Never, never 
allow a lilac to have wet feet. 

Since our shrub is a heavy feeder, 
a course of fertilizing is called for 
every other year at least. In the spring 
spread a 6-inch layer of well rotted 
compost around the bush and out far 
enough to take in most of the branch 
spread. Dig this in well, being care- 
ful not to injure the roots, and cover 
with a mulch of hay or leaves, wood 
ashes, or pine needles if the soil is 
not acid enough. Lilacs, like most 
shrubs, grow best in slightly acid soil. 
If it is too acid, an application of agri- 
cultural lime will do the trick. In the 
late fall, work this mulch into the 
soil and remulch with leaves or grass 
clippings for the winter. This will 
prevent heaving of roots when the 
ground freezes and thaws. 


Lilacs bloom on last year’s wood, 
so spare as much new wood as possible 
when gathering the flowers. Ideally, 
one should pick off the faded blooms 
to conserve the energy of the shrub, 
but on a tall specimen this is a chore 
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indeed. Healthy plants seem to pro- 
duce blooms year after year without 
this precaution, but if your lilac is 
not flowering the way it should be, 
by all means, take the trouble to cut 
off each faded truss (blossom). 
Pruning is mostly a matter of re- 
moving weak ungainly branches and 
keeping down over-abundant sucker 
growth. It is best to loosen the soil 
and pull up these unwanted sprouts. 
If you cut them off at ground level 
the roots may send up new growth.

Propagation and Transplanting 


Perhaps you will wish to begin a 
new plant from one of these suckers. 
This is a simple process, but to be 
used only if the lilac is one of the 
common, or New England species 
(Syringa vulgaris). Select a shoot 
farthest from the parent bush. Dig 
it out gently, getting the root, and 
plant in a hole wide enough and deep 
enough to take the root without 
cramping. Now fill the hole with a 
mixture of topsoil and well rotted 
compost, adding a few handfuls of 
bone meal. Water generously through- 
out the first season. When the shoot 
has made some growth, lay a mulch 
of finely chopped grass clippings 
around it.

The propagation of the hybrid lilac 
is a bit fussier, but the results are as 
successful. The method here will be 
to take cuttings or slips from a mature 
bush. These are cut in late June from 
soft new growth, and set in sand. Keep 
under glass until they have taken root. 
In September plant in their perma- 
nent position, and in November 
mulch them heavily for the winter. 

Unless your winters are very severe, 
it is best to transplant a well started 
shrub in the fall. Dig a hole two feet 
deep. Layer the hole with a mixture 
of compost and topsoil, and again, 
bone meal, setting the roots on this. 
Fill in the hole with the same mixture 
and water generously.

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MULCHING Comes First 


By VIRGINIA BRUNDAGE 


ULCHING has become such a 

common gardening practice that 
it might be a good idea to review the 
whole subject, discuss the pros and 
cons, present some new facts, and sum 
up everything. 

At one time a mulch was merely 
something you spread around a young 
plant to keep it from drying out. But 
times have changed, and the mulch is 
accepted more widely now. A great 
deal of serious study and experimen- 
tation has been devoted to it. 

Its benefits are many. 

1—We know that a mulched plant 
is not subjected to the extremes of 
temperatures of an exposed plant. 
Roots are damaged by the heaving 
of soil brought on by sudden thaws 
and sudden frosts. The mulch acts as 
an insulating blanket, keeping the 
soil warmer in winter and cooler in 
summer. 


2—Certain materials used for a 
mulch contain rich minerals, and 
gradually, through the action of rain 
and time, these work into the soil to 
feed the roots of the plants. Some of 
the minerals soak into the ground 
during the first heavy rain. It isn’t 
true then that the mulch fertilizes the 
soil only after it decays. 

3—For the busy gardener mulching 
is a boon indeed. Many backbreaking 
hours of weeding and hoeing are 
practically eliminated. Weeds do not 
have a chance to get a foot-hold, and 
the few that might manage to come 
up through the mulch can be hoed 
out in a jiffy. And since the mulch 
keeps the soil loose, there is no need 
to cultivate. 

4—The mulch prevents the hot, 
drying sun and wind from penetrat- 
ing to the soil, so its moisture does 
not evaporate quickly. A few good

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soakings during the growing season 
will tide plants over a long dry spell. 
Have you ever lifted a bit of mulch 
and felt the earth underneath? It is 
damp and cool to the touch. Com- 
pare this with the bare, sun-baked 
soil of a neighbor and you will see 
why he must spend his evenings with 
the hose! We have published in the 
pages of our magazine innumerable 
instances of plants enduring a long 
dry season with practically no water- 
ing at all. 

5—At harvest time vegetables which 
sprawl on the ground, such as cucum- 
bers, squash, strawberries, unstaked 
tomatoes, etc., often become mildew- 
ed, mouldy, or even develop rot. A 
mulch prevents this damage by keep- 
ing the vegetables clean and dry. This 
is the season when most gardens begin 
to look unkempt. Everything’s over 
now but the harvest, so why bother 
about improving appearances? But 
the mulched garden always looks neat 
and trim, no matter what the season. 


Now what are the disadvantages of 
mulching? Are there circumstances 
when it is best to leave the soil un- 
covered? 


1—Seedlings planted in very moist 
soil should not be mulched immedi- 
ately. The addition of any organic 
matter which keeps the soil at a high 
humidity encourages damping-off of 
young plants. Damping-off is a dis- 
ease caused by a fungus inhabiting 
moist, poorly ventilated soil, and can 
be 90 per cent fatal. Allow seedlings 
to become established then, before 
mulching. 

2—It is wise, too, to consider the 
danger of crown-rot in perennials. 
This disease is also caused by a fungus. 
If there has been especially heavy 
rains, postpone mulching until the soil 
is no longer water-logged. Do not allow 
rulches composed of peat moss, ma- 
nure, compost, or ground corn cobs 
to touch the base of these plants. 
Leave a circle several inches in diame-

citrus fruit riads. All such things 
should go into that gold mine, the 
compost pile. 

Make use of animal waste too. I do 
not use it myseif because sometimes it 
attracts flies and rats. But if one lives 
on a farm where the compost can be 
far from the house and there is a 
strong man to bury the animal refuse, 
by all means put it in. 

But, you will say, what about the 
necessary minerals—lime, potash, phos- 
phate, manganese? Ground limestone, 
or as it is often called, agricultural 
lime, finely pulverized phosphate rock, 
wood ashes for potash and various 
trace elements are all on the market 
these days. They are less expensive 


than commercial chemicals because 
they remain in the soil for long 
periods of time; in the case of phos- 
phate rock, four or five years. When 
you use super-phosphate, you must 
apply it once a year or more. 

Lucky the one who lives on a farm 
—the search for manure ends in his 
own barn! This is not easily come 
by in our suburban areas, and when 
it is available it often costs too much. 
Fortunately for the organic gardeners, 
there are now dehydrated manures on 
the market. Perhaps they don’t quite 
stack up to the real farmyard stuff, 
but they are clean to handle, inex- 
pensive, and you have a wide choice: 
dehydrated cow manure, poultry or 
sheep manure, dried blood, ground 
crab shells. These come baled in fifty 
or one hundred pound bags in powder 
form. A little goes a long way. Last

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but not least, let us not forget bone 
meal to make our roses prize winners. 


The foregoing do not leach quickly 
out of the soil. One application a 
year is usually all that is necessary ex- 
cept for heavy feeders, such as roses, 
chrysanthemums or tuberous begonias. 


And now to illustrate, let me tell 
you how I set about preparing my 
own garden. 


As the leaves are gathered in the 
fall, most of them are dumped in piles 
onto the vegetable garden. Gradually, 
I dig them in just below the surface, 
sprinkling some bacterial activator on 
them to hasten decomposition. This 
is called sheet composting. The soil 
does not freeze deeply and air pene- 
trates freely. The earthworms keep 
busy breaking down the leaves before 
the weather freezes the soil. The gar- 
den is all ready then for spring plant- 
ing. 

The rest of the leaves are used to 
start the new compost pile. When 
building up this pile during the 
spring, summer and autumn, I spread 
a bacterial activator between the 
layers of vegetable matter. The layers 
should be approximately six to eight 
inches in depth. A sprinkling of 
ground limestone is added from time 
to time. 


The partially rotted compost from 
old piles is spread over the flower 
beds in the fall. It finishes decompos- 
ing, as a rule, by spring. During the 
winter it acts as a mulch, and very 
little else is needed of mulching ma- 
terials except for roses or other par- 
ticularly tender plants. These I cover 
with salt hay. 


In the spring I open up a drill in 
the vegetable plot, throw in a few 
spadefuls of well-rotted compost, to 
which has been added trace elements, 
sprinkle with dehydrated manure, 
lime when needed, and plant the seeds 
or seedlings. Wood ashes are sprin- 
kled over the drills, and every four or

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five years phosphate rock is used all 
over the gardens and lawns. 


When the piants have shown them- 
selves, I place a heavy mulch of grass 
clippings or salt hay, peat moss or 
sawdust, between the rows. Mulching 
is important because it conserves mois- 
ture and keeps down weeds. Mulches 
should be very thick or they will not 
serve their dual purpose. Unless there 
is a prolonged drought the garden 
need not be watered. 


I have had several experiences with 
organic gardening which have com- 
pletely sold me on the idea. Here's 
one. My neighbor was selling his prop- 
erty and wanted me to have his most 
beloved apple tree. In a rash moment, 
I accepted the offer. It took four men 
to move the tree and the shock almost 
killed it. 


I engaged the services of well- 
known tree experts to fertilize and 
spray for two seasons. The results? 
The apples were sickly and full of 
worms in spite of all our care. It was 
about this time that I became inter- 
ested in the organic method and de- 
cided to try it throughout my gar- 
den. I fed the old apple tree heavily 
with dehydrated manure and piled 
compost and hay over the roots. The 
first year there was no improvement 
but during the second year of this 
treatment I had surprising results. A 
splendid crop of apples about ninety 
per cent free of worms—and no sprays 
used! This was proof enough for me. 


The harvests you reap with or- 
ganic methods will more than re- 
pay your efforts. The color, texture 
and flavor of your fruits and vege- 
tables are definitely superior to the 
commercially grown ones, and _ lab- 
oratory tests prove they are higher in 
vitamin content. Your flowers will 
surely be prize winners.

In all the writings on the organic 
method, even my own, there had been 
a tendency to believe that if you ate 
organically grown food, you could 
live free of disease to the age of a 
hundred. The organic method was be- 
coming a cure-all. I could see that 
we were going too far over-board. In 
doing research in medical journals I 
saw other factors in the health picture 
that were important, and began to 
regain my equilibrium. I saw things 
in the archives of medicine which de- 
served to be brought to the attention 
of the lay public. What mattered it 
if the food were to be produced or- 
ganically, if the factories were going 
to ruin it by using poisonous preserva- 
tives and strength-taking processes 
which could leave the end-product 
worth only a fraction of its original 
value nutritionally? I have found 
through a study of medical journals 
that even though we were to eat an 
organically grown diet, our civilized 
habits caused us to create deficiencies 
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in our bodies because of the parts of 
animals and plants which we threw 
away. I began to see that we could 
not make peace with our conscience 
by merely making compost of that 
garbage. The Chinese, I find, have 
learned the importance of eating parts 
of the animal which we shun. They 
relish a dish, for example, made of 
lamb’s eyes. The European peasant 
puts the bones in the soup. He does 
not know that more than 80 per cent 
of the minerals in the animal’s body 
are in the bones, but from experience 
he has learned that eating bones con- 
tributes to his health. There are 
dozens of facts like these which if 
applied to our diet along with an 
application of the organic method of 
growing our food, may well enable us 
to live-to be a hundred without any 
trouble at all. 


Prevention has become an import- 
ant part of our publishing endeavors, 
having crossed the 60,000 mark in lesss 
than two years time. Most of its sub- 
scribers are non-gardeners whom we 
are gradually wooing away from their 
city ideas, arousing in them a desire 
to move out into the suburbs where 
they can have their own vegetable 
gardens and produce healthy foods, 
not drenched with poison sprays. 


But I feel that three magazines are 
not enough. There is a pressing need 
for a fourth one on the style of Har- 
pers or the Atiantic Monthly, a gen- 
eral publication, read by persons who 
are not farmers, gardeners or health- 
conscious. The idea would be to snare 
them into our ranks, to make them 
more health-conscious, to teach them 
the philosophy and desirability of pro- 
ducing our food organically, to cause 
them to batter at the doors of our 
halls of legislation so that a better 
conception of nutrition may be re- 
flected in the future laws of our coun- 
try.

Go look at one. It is no larger than a 
grain of sand. Put an inch of dirt on 
top of it and how do you suppose 
that tiny little morsel of life is going 
to have enough strength to battle 
through the soil to the light? Big 
seeds like pumpkins and corn, beans 
and peas can have a goodly part of 
an inch of soil laid on top of them 
but the small seeds should be covered 
with a very thin sheet of soil. 

After the carrot roots have matured 
they will have found the clods hidden 
under the fertilizer, and what a fine 
surprise for any hungry carrot. Once 
it finds the huge food store there, they 
will go to work in earnest. You'll have 
carrots so vigorous the worms will not 
trouble them. 

Manure, you say? How can anyone 
afford to buy a load of cow manure, 
selling at eighteen dollars a load! No 
matter what it sells for, it is worth it. 
However, if you don’t have the money, 
you won't be able to buy a load any- 
way. But don’t let that disturb you. 
If you have a car, drive along the road 
until you reach a place where you 
see some cows grazing. Next go ask 


the owner if he will allow you to go — 


out into the pasture and pick up a 
sack of cow chips? If you are hesitant 
about asking him to GIVE them to

you, bundle up the egg boxes that 
have accumulated through the months 
and take those to him. He’ll likely be 
glad to exchange them for chips since 
they cost two cents each when he must 
buy them. 

You burned them long ago? Shame 
on you. Don’t do anything so im- 
prudent anymore. Save up the things 
that the other fellow can use. They 
have bargaining value. What about 
the dry bread that accumulates from 
the cupboard? Save it for some far- 
mer’s chickens. He’ll be glad to swap 
you manure in exchange. 


Know a farmer who has goats? Save 
up your dried bread for him. Goats 
like nothing better. The farmer will 
probably trade you goat fertilizer in 
return. Glorious stuff for your garden. 
Goat fertilizer is in certain ways the 
best kind of fertilizer you can get. 
Deep-rooted plants like herbs, tree 
leaves, and grasses, are a staple in 
their diet. For that reason their ma- 
nure has elements that cow fertilizer 
does not contain. 


However, the fertilizer you brought 
home from the pasture is dry and stiff 
as an old shoe. Never mind. Get the 
largest container you have on the 
place. Put your fertilizer in it, and 
fill it up with water. If you have any 
grass clippings that have no weed 
killer or any other kind of poison on 
it, add that to the manure and water. 
Let it stand in the sun for six days. 
Every time you pass it, stir it well. 
At the end of that time you can dip 
out a half bucket of liquid. Fill up 
the pail with water. Now water the 
plants and before the week is out 
you'll be able to hear them singing. 

One sack of manure for a whole 
garden? This will not work, however, 
unless the garden is fenced in. The 
neighborhood dogs will be all too 
quick to dig it up. Didn’t you get 
more than one sack of the stuff when 
you were out on that chip expedition? 
Well, next time don’t be so reticent. 
Load the old car up with sack after

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sack of the stuff until your husband 
revolts. Then let the manure soak 
while you go and stripe the garden 
with trenches. But put the solid fer- 
tilizer only at the bottom of the 
trench. 


Then after the seeds come up, any 
extra fertilizer you get can be buried 
in the path between the rows. Put 
the old stale cheese and the scraps of 
fish from the table down there too. 
Make a mark in the path so you know 
where you left off burying things. 

Time comes when the bush beans 
will turn dead and need to be spaded 
under. Now get some cabbage, St. 
Valentine cauliflower, chard, and 
brussel sprouts to plant between the 
rows for your winter crops. They will 
consume the tuna fish, the fried left 
over potatoes, the bread-pudding and 
the pan-cakes that you have buried 
there in early summer. 

Do you understand now why the 
German and Dutch farmers give their 
compost piles and manure stacks the 
choice spot in their landscape? That 
is the storehouse of health for their 
animals as well as the people. Vita- 
min B12 comes out of manure so don’t 
you sniff at it! 

As you acquire more knowledge 
and if you have enough room, get 
interested in bees too, and fruit trees. 
and birds. All work together to sup- 
ply the food that man needs.

many cities and larger and larger 
cities. 

As soon as men began to congregate 
in cities, they began to destroy the 
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earth. When men live in cities, they 
bring their food from the country. 
The wheat, the corn, the meat and all 
items of food are brought in ever in- 
creasing amounts from the land to 
supply the hungry mouths of the city 
population. All of these products are 
filled with plant foods, minerals and 
other elements which they have taken 
from the soil in which they grew. 
Instead of dying, decaying and return- 
ing to the soil what they have taken 
away from it, they will transport to 
the cities, and the soil each year is 
depleted of a part of the essential ele- 
ments with which it was endowed by 
nature. 


When the corn, the wheat, the 
meat, etc., are carried to the cities to 
be consumed or wasted instead of 
being ‘returned to the land from 
which they came, they go down the 
sewer and down the rivers to the sea. 
They go into modern plants of de- 
struction where they are completely 
destroyed or wasted. Therefore, every 
year the land is further impoverished 
in order to feed the populations of 
the cities. 

In ancient times it required a long 
time to deplete the soil. They knew 
nothing of commercial fertilizers and 
the crop which the land produced 
each year was limited by the amount 
of plant food which nature made 
available in the soil. 

Modern man, with his scientific in- 
vestigations, has discovered by the use 
of commercial fertilizers, nitrogen, 
potash and acid, he can increase the 
yield of crops several times.

zinc and the many other elements 
which nature requires in the produc- 
tion of crops and in the construction 
of animal and human bodies. 


When man increased the yield per 
acre principally by the addition of 
three elements, he caused the con- 
sumption by the plants of the other 
elements in larger increased quanti- 
ties. Since the crops were using much 
more of most elements than man was 
returning, naturally the land became 
deficient in those elements and has 
become more and more depleted with 
each passing year. 


In the meantime, the population of 
the world and the population of the 
cities have enormously increased. As 
the city population increased, larger 
and larger volumes of food were 
necessary to be taken off of the land 
and hauled to the cities. Never in all 
the history of the world has there 
been anything like as many people 
living in cities as there are today. 
The population of the world has like- 
wise increased. It is said that at the 
time of the settlement of the Town of 
Jamestown, Virginia, there were less 
than one-half of one billion people in 
the entire world. Today there are 
approximately two and one-half bil- 
lion people in the world. Five times 
as many people to be fed today in 
the world as there were when James- 
town was settled. Not only has the 
population tremendously increased, 
but an ever greater percentage of the 
population lives in the cities. 

In the United States, for instance, 
100 years ago, more than 80 per cent 
of the people lived on the farms. To- 
day less than 20 per cent live on the 
farms. 

Man’s primitive and basic need is 
food. Without food in nourishing 
quantities there can be no_ peace. 
Those who understand this and who 
are working for a restoration of the 
soils are the real promoters of peace 
and prosperity not only here, but in 
the entire world. 
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* This is the beginning of the iced- 
tea-lemonade season. Do you have a 
cool retreat tucked away in your gar- 
den for this enjoyment? A semi-circle 
of tall evergreen shrubs makes an 
ideal spot. 

* Thin root crops. They need ample 
room. Use the tops of beets and tur- 
nips for salads. Lots of vitamins here. 
* Don’t run the risk of having your 
grass burn out under the hot sun by 
cutting it too short. Raise the blades 
of the mower so grass is 2 to 214 
inches. 

* Never “sprinkle.” A thorough soak- 
ing of your plants once a week is far 
better. This goes for the lawn, too. 
To soak shrubs, take the nozzle off 
the hose and let it stream very slowly 
around the base of the plant. 

* Annuals are better planted in the 
garden than in flats. It is not too 
late to put in zinnias, marigolds, bal- 
sam, portulaca and other heat resist- 
ant flowers. If you must transplant, 
pick an overcast day and shade until 
plants are established. 

* Green peppers should be kept well 
watered, but not kept too moist. If 
the fruits have not set, overwatering 
may produce too much leaf growth.

* In the vegetable garden, tomatoes 
should be set out when they flower. 
Set paper bags about them and stake 
down the bags or they will fly away in 
the first hard wind. Put sawdust or 
grass cuttings around the plants.

e Add a crop of dill with your other 
herbs. For the dill pickles? No, for 
the new potatoes. The Swedes cut 
up tender dill leaves in melted butter 
and pour it over boiled potatoes (the 
size of hen’s eggs). 

e Run water in ditches down the 
rows instead of sprinkling. In Mexico, 
there is a trench around each fruit 
tree and the gardener lets the hose 
fill this trench when watering. 

® On the side of my raspberry patch, 
I have dug a well four feet deep 
which I fill with water each morning. 
This is the lazy way of watering. 

© Now is the time to grow your next 
year’s stock of rockery plants. Ideal 
soil for them is a mixture of sand, 
compost, peat, a handful of lime, and 
some wood ashes in which there is a 
lot of burnt bone. 

¢ If birds are a problem in the straw- 
berry bed, cover it with cheesecloth or 
mosquito netting, a safe but sure 


fire method.

e If you haven't had a soil test done 
recently, why not check on the min- 
erals in your soil. With a sandy soil 
especially, you must watch for potash 
and phosphorus deficiencies. 

¢ In harvested rows, plants of Toma- 
to, Eggplant, Sweet Potato, and Pep- 
pers can be set out in the Middle and 
Upper South. Sow seed of bush and 
pole Lima Beans, pole Snap Beans, 
Crowder Peas, Blackeye Peas, Pump- 
kin, Cantaloupe, Watermelon, and 
Sweet Corn. 

© In the Lower South, try planting 
Collard, Eggplint, Mustard, Okra, 
Peanuts, Peppers, Rutabagas, New 
Zealand Spinach, Sunflowers, Turnips, 
Sweet Potatoes, pole Snap Beans, and. 
pole Lima Beans. 

© Feed roses, dahlias, and mums now 
and work into the upper inch of soil 
under the mulch. Also make use of 
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locally available mulching material 
such as cotton wastes, cottonseed hulls, 
and dehydrated sugar cane pulp. 

¢ Allow a thin layer of grass clippings 
to stay on your lawn after mowing. 
¢ Take a look at your compost heap 
to be sure that all is going well. If the 
heap is dry, give it a good soaking and 
if possible, add some succulent green 


matter.

* Now comes the annual battle 
against drought and heat. If you have 
been turning compost into your soil, 
and if you have mulched your plants, 
things should be under control. Save 
all green manure for mulching ma- 
terials. 

* Gaura Lindheimeri is an especially 
drought-resistant perennial. Tall, 
bushy, with white butterfly-like flow- 
ers, it is particularly effective as a 
background filler. 

® The California Laurel, or Bay 
Tree, can be used as a hedge or wind- 
break, or grown in tubs. Plant it 
where you will enjoy its pleasantly 
aromatic odor. Foliage is dark ever- 
green. 

Mastodon strawberries, if trans- 
planted this month, will bear well in 
September. Plant raspberries, logan- 
berries, boysenberries and grapes. Dig 
in a few inches of rotted compost or 
manure to get them off to a good 
Start. 

* To hold adobe soil on slopes, plant 
honeysuckle, creeping lantana, Mer- 
maid rose, and St. Augustine grass. 
Bean straw turned under to a depth 
of several inches and mixed with 
granite dust, will go a long way to 
improving adobe soil. Allow the straw 
to decompose before setting in plants. 
* Celtuce sounds nice in the cata- 
logues, but it is not for you. Pro- 
longed heat brings out a bitter flavor 
in this vegetable.

Michigan Farmer Grinds Own 
Flour 

Here is a homesteading couple who 
carry their organics right into their 
oven! Meet Mr. and Mrs. Paul Boy- 
lan of the Yankee Springs area in 
Michigan. They never pause at the 
bread counter in the grocery store be- 
cause they bake their own. 

Mr. Boylan buys whole grain flour 
from organic farmers in the vicinity. 
He grinds it in his own table model 
stone mill. He knows that his bread 
will have the minerals and vitamins 
that are not in the store-bought 
variety. He knows too that the farm- 
ers who raised his grain used no chem- 
ical fertilizers and no poison sprays. 
He knows that the land was enriched 
with all manner of organic wastes— 
green manure, stable manure, 
dust, rock phosphates, marl 
ground limestones and sludge. 

Mr. Boylan first ears this grain in 
a fanning mill and then hand picks 
it. He waits until baking day to grind 
it, thus losing none of the vitamin 
and mineral content. Mrs. Boylan 
learned through trial and error that 
hard wheat makes light loaves. 

Mr. Boylan’s specialty is a break- 
fast cereal ground from whole grain 
wheat, rye, and corn. And is it good!

Classes in Organics 
We've been 
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hearing interesting 


news from Organic Garden Clubs. 
The Los Angeles Club writes that 
they have initiated a plan of adult 
education courses in organiculture 
and nutrition. According to the cor- 
responding secretary of the club, their 
first step was to petition their local 
Education Coordinator. It was neces- 
sary to have at least 15 persons to 
sign up for the course. Things turned 
out well, and the Adult Education 
Program has sponsored their project. 
Classes are open to interested out- 
siders as well as club members, and 
are held in a local high school. 

Wirt Lucas of the Loma Linda 
Club, California, writes that his group 
has been thinking along the same 
lines. They wish to set up courses in 
organics on a pay basis for the teacher. 
Under the Adult Authority it is pos- 
sible for them to get certified instruc- 
tors. 

The Genessee County, Michigan 
Club has already had the fourth ses- 
sion of their class on health and nutri- 
tion. 

These classes are an excellent means 
of interesting outsiders in organics, as 
well as keeping club members on 
their toes—organically speaking. 

Spray Residue Detected 

Since insecticides left on crops are 
dangerous to those who eat the food, 
scientists have been working on the 
problem of spray residue detection. 
Harold Gordon of the University of 
California’s College of Agriculture, 
Berkeley, California, has developed a 
fast, economical method for detecting 
the residues of the new chlorinated 
insecticides (such as chlordane, lin- 
dane and even DDT). 

The method involves changing the 
chlorine in the spray to table salt and 
analyzing for the chlorine in the salt. 
As little as 100 millionth of an ounce 
can now be detected, and up to 50 
samples run per day.

spread it in the sun to dry, broke it 
up as best he could, and put it in four 
gunnysacks. That night his horses ate 
three sackfuls including the sacks, and 
had a nice start on the fourth. 

About this point, Wallace discover- 
ed Haun’s findings. He coupled those 
with the Indian’s story of eating a cer- 
tain seaweed and the way his horses 
had consumed it. He decided that 
seaweed was good for food, and Haun 
had showed that putting it into the 
soil was the best way to make its many 
nutrient elements and trace chemicals 
available for both human and animal 
consumption. 

Two years’ experimentation follow- 
ed. The result was a “pilot plant” 
using modifications of drying and 
scooping techniques used in other in- 
dustries, but specialized for handling 
seaweed by Wallace. The product 
was tested, entire output of the pilot 
plant snapped up, and big production 
was indicated. 

That big production started with 
this winter’s Pacific gales. A “beach 
buggy” has been developed, a gadget 
that is really a mechanized beach 
comber with 18 big steel teeth capable 
of combing up 314 tons of seaweed 
per stroke. The “buggy” carries this 
load a short distance to a stock pile 
beside the pasteurizer, and goes back 
for more. 


Harvest Between Tides 

All this work must be done in the 
stormiest weather, and between tides, 
because that’s when the seaweed 
comes in. Sometimes the next tide 
takes it away again, so time and tide 
and gale must all be considered. 

Dr. Haun says the seaweed is the 
ideal thing to put into the soil. It

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side plants need and readily assimilate, 
because they were absorbed from sea 
water by living plants. And, he points 
out, the requirements of plants are 
the same, whether they grow on land 
or on the ocean floor. 

Fabulous results are obtained from 
soils treated with the new product. 
Wallace sums it up thus: 

“When we tell the truth, people 
think we are lying.” 

Perhaps just one truth will demon- 
strate the man's difficulty. Just for 
fun, Wallace planted a lone cabbage 
plant in the ground seaweed. It flour- 
ished better than the proverbial green 
bay tree. The cabbage weighed only 
32 pounds! 

“And the dahlias were a foot across, 
but I was afraid to say so after that 
cabbage.” 

At any rate, this year’s production 
of the new product is expected to be 
in the neighborhood of a quarter of a 
million tons. Surveys have shown that 
in the region near the plant, about 
450,000 tons of seaweed of many varie- 
ties is easily accessible for harvesting. 
With the moisture removed, this 
leaves a quarter million tons. The 
seaweed loses none of its bulk, only 
weight, in the pasteurizing.

soon as the ground can be worked in 
the spring. Cover the seeds with only 
Y-inch of soil. Sow thickly and fol- 
low the first planting with successive 
ones at intervals of three weeks. Car- 
rots will need very little thinning. If 
the soil is loose and well drained, as 
is usually the case with sandy types, 
the thick foliage will act as an anchor 
to the vitamin-stored roots. 

Parsnips are a neglected vegetable, 
and deserve more attention as they 
can be stored for such a long period. 
Be careful. when buying the seeds to 
make sure they are fresh. Old seeds 
and early planting will sometimes re- 
sult in tough, fibrous specimens. But 
these are not characteristic of the 
Parsnip family. Good seeds and a 
deeply dug bed in well drained soil 
will give you sweet tender parsnips 
fit for company dinners. Sow the seed 
thickly, 14-inch deep and thin to 
about 3 inches apart. They may be 
harvested and stored in a cellar, or 
left in the ground until used. In the 
latter case, leave a mulch over them 
for protection.

Mulching 
Comes First

ter. The idea here is to permit the 
soil to remain dry and open to the 
air around the immediate area of the 
plant. 


3—Do not mulch a wet, low-lying 
soil, or at most, use only a dry light 
type of material, such as salt hay or 
buckwheat hulls. Leaves are definitely 
to be avoided as they may mat down 
and add to the sogginess. Maple 
leaves are the worst example. 


4—There are a few plants like corn 
and tomatoes which need a warm soil 
and a long growing season. These, of 
course, should be mulched rather 
lightly. 

With the instructions given above, 
it is simple enough to know when 
and where not to mulch. Except for 
these instances, the gardener really 
can’t do without mulching as a won- 
derful, labor saving helpmate. 


Now to the actual practice of 
mulching. 


In the first place, if you are at a 
loss as to what materials are best suit- 
ed to your soil, or you do not know 
where to acquire them, consult your 
county agent. He will be glad to ad- 
vise you. 


The average mulch should be 3 
to 4 inches deep for the best results. 
If the soil is dry, wet it down before 
applying the mulch. By doing this 
you will maintain moisture from the 
very beginning. After the mulch has 
been spread, wet again to prevent it 
from scattering in the wind. Or you 
can lay branches over the mulch for 
the same purpose. Prunings from 
shrubs and fruit trees are useful here. 
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It is a good idea when laying sod 
to spread a mulch on the ground first. 
This will kill any competing weeds 
and grass, and will also provide a 
layer of nutrient for the new roots to 
feed on. 

Use a very light mulch on seed flats, 
and one with a low nitrogen content. 
Too much nitrogen will force the seed- 
lings into too rapid growth. Finely 
ground corn cobs are ideal. 

Some of the materials for mulching 
can be found on the home property— 
leaves, grass clippings, weeds (which 
have been allowed to dry out so that 
they will not take root). A little in- 
genuity will bring other sources to 
light. Is there a lumber mill in your 
vicinity? Then you'll find sawdust 
and wood shavings. Breweries, can- 
neries, -and groceries all have waste 
materials to dispose of. For more 
leaves, contact your street cleaning 
department in the fall. 

Next month we will continue our 
survey of mulching. Watch for spe- 
cial hints for using all kinds of mul- 
ches, from sawdust to grass clippings.

Corn 


Q. Is it better to plant corn in a 
single long row or a number of short 
rows? 

A. It is important and necessary 
to plant the corn in three or more 
rows to insure proper pollination. 
Corn is wind-pollinated and usually 
the pollen of one plant is blown to 
the silk of another plant. 


Q. Should the side shoots or tillers 
be removed from corn plants? 

A. No. They increase rather than 
decrease the growth or yield of the 
plant. 


Q. Does corn grow properly with 
a deep mulch? 

A. Probably not. Corn is a hot 
weather plant and prefers a warm 
rather than a cool soil. Even thin 
mulches which are not loose and fluffy 
may be harmful. 


Cucumbers 

Q. Can cucumbers be grown in 
ordinary garden soil? 

A. No. For cucumbers as well as 
other cucurbits (squash, pumpkin, 
cantaloupe, and watermelon), the soil 
must be especially rich in humus and 
minerals and be well-aerated. Accord- 
ingly, a sandy loam soil with plenty 
of compost is best for the cucurbits. 


Q. Should cucumbers and other 
cucurbits be planted in hills or in 
rows? 

A. They may be planted in either 
hills or rows provided a_ liberal 
amount of well-rotted manure or com- 
post is put into the bottom of the 
holes or furrows.

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Q. Should seed heads be cut off 
the onion plants before the seeds are 
ripe? 

A. Yes. The heads may be cut be- 
fore the seeds are fully ripe, tied up 
in a piece of cloth or fine netting, and 
hung up to dry. 


Q. Can onions be grown from seed 
in one season? 

A. Yes. The seeds should be sown 
indoors early in the spring and the 
seedlings set out as soon as soil and 
weather conditions permit. 


Potatoes 
Q. What safe measures can be 
taken to prevent cut potatoes from 
rotting .when planted in the soil? 
A. Potato seed will not rot so 
readily if they are cut and stored sev- 
eral weeks before planting. 


Q. How can you use compost for 
growing potatoes since you can’t use 
either manure or lime on potatoes? 

A. You have been misinformed 
when you state that manure should 
not be used for potatoes. Raw manure 
may not be used, but exceptionally 
well-rotted manure would be satisfac- 
tory. The potato is a crop that re- 
quires very little fertilizing and also 
neutral to acid soil. It would be best 
to make a separate compost heap for 
this purpose, eliminating the lime. 
peat humus would be good because 
it is acid. 

Q. Can I plant my potatoes whole 
instead of cutting them? 

A. It is all right to plant small 
potatoes, whole, and they will sprout 
better and more uniform than those 
that have been cut. When the potato 
is cut the minute cells are damaged. 
A callous must be formed before the 
tuber will sprout. Sometimes this 
callous doesn’t form and the seed rots 
in the ground. The whole potato re- 
tains its inner moisture to feed the 
sprouts for a long time.

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Q. How. can potatoes be kept in 
storage without sprouting? 

A. Keep the tubers in a cold, dry, 
well ventilated place. 


Tomatoes 


Q. What fertilizers are recom. 
mended for tomatoes? 

A. Tomatoes should be supplied 
with very little nitrogen but with 
plenty of phosphorus potassium, and 
small amounts of the trace elements. 


Q. What causes the cracking of 
tomato fruits? 

A. Either a deficiency of minerals 
in the soil, or too much water in the 
soil. 


Q. What conditions favor blossom 
end rot of tomato fruits? 


A. This rot is closely associated 
with a deficiency of water. It can be 
prevented by giving the tomato plants 
a good soaking with water at intervals 
until drought conditions are over. 


Q. Is it absolutely essential that 
tomato plants be staked? 

A. No. But unstaked tomato plants 
should be mulched with loose coarse 
materials to keep the fruits off the 
ground.
